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INTRODUCTION. 

Those  who  have  ever  undertaken  any  antiquarian  research  work  will  know  that,  generally  speaking,  a 
period  is  put  to  investigation  by  the  exhaustion  of  printed  material,  and  further  progress  is  only  possible  by  access 
to  original  records,  such  as  parish  registers,  churchwardens'  accounts,  wills,  charters,  and,  more  particularly,  deeds 
such  as  those  calendared  in  this  Monograph. 

Deeds  conveying  and  transferring  land  from  individual  to  individual  of  Pre- Reformation  date  are  of  ver>' 
unusual  occurrence,  the  enormous  holdings  of  the  religious  houses  bemg,  perhaps,  the  chief  cause  of  this. 

The  manorial  system  of  land  tenure  by  copy  of  court  roll  was  the  usual  custom,  and  this  practice,  operating 
for  centuries,  dwindling  through  the  18th  and  I'Jth,  only  recently  ceased  entirely  to  function  as  the  result  of 
a  legislative  enactment. 

Many  of  our  deeds  are  the  registers  of  admission  to  properties,  either  by  purchase  or  mheritance,  made  at 
the  manor  courts,  the  request  being  made  by  the  claimant  in  his  own  proper  person,  or  by  his,  or  her,  representative 
or  attorney,  seizin  or  possession,  being  granted  by  the  lord,  or  by  the  steward  in  his  name,  upon  payment  of  certain 
varying  fines  and  fees.  Much  interesting  and  valuable  information  is  to  be  obtained  from  these  copies  of  transactions 
recorded  on  the  official  roll  of  the  proceedings  of  a  court.  Invariably  the  name  of  the  manor  is  given,  and  in  the 
case  of  our  chief  manor,  Walthamstow  Toni,  it  incorporates  the  name  of  the  Norman  lord  to  whom  grant  was 
originally  made,  thus  linking  it  with  the  Conquest  period  of  nearly  a  thousand  years  ago.  The  names  of  the 
manorial  lord  and  his  steward  follow,  also  those  of  two,  or  more,  of  the  customary  tenants  who  form  the  homage, 
or  jury,  and  by  whom  what  has  happened  since  the  last  court  is  presented.  Should  a  tenant  have  died,  the  date  of 
his  admission  is  recited,  and  from  whom  he  purchased  or  inherited,  followed  by  extract  from  his  last  will  and  testa- 
ment, in  case  of  voidance  by  death,  showing  to  whom  he  demised  the  property,  which  is  fully  described,  with  its  bounds 
and  extent.  Field  names  are  given,  and  should  any  change  have  taken  place  in  the  nomenclature,  both  the  olden 
and  the  present  are  recited,  with  the  acreage  and  any  particular  likely  to  render  identification  more  exact.  It  will  be 
seen  that  inscriptions  on  the  court  roll  give  the  sequence  of  holding  of  a  property  over  a  long  period  of  time, 
providing,  in  many  instances,  a  genealogical  record  of  family  succession.  In  Monograph  XI  several  deeds 
relating  to  the  Winns  were  printed,  and  in  the  present  volume  seven  others  having  relation  to  adjacent  premises 
are  given.  These  are  for  the  years  1745,  1756,  1778  (2),  1791,  1799  and  1808,  and  they  amplify  and  extend,  incident- 
ally, our  knowledge  of  the  property  and  its  possessors.  As  has  been  already  shown,  Winns,  under  this  or  some 
other  name,  was,  anterior  to  1684,  in  the  possession  of  William  Piers,  or  Pierce,  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  who, 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe,  was  resident,  as  he  is  buried  in  Walthamstow  Church.  The  value  of  the  recital  of 
previous  admissions  and  details  for  identification  is  shown  by  the  deed  of  1756,  now  printed,  whereby  we  learn  the 
name  of  an  owner,  or  occupier,  probably  previous  to  the  good  bishop,  for,  at  a  court  of  4  June,  1745,  •'  land  lying  in 
the  Common  Field  called  MiUfield  formerly  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of  Sir  Thomas  Merry,  knight,  and  two 
closes  of  pasture  containing  5  acres  lying  and  being  towards  the  south  part  of  the  King's  highway  near  the  Mansion 
house  formerly  of  Sir  Thomas  Merry,  called  Whinns,"  was  among  others  for  which  possession  was  claimed.  Sir  Thomas 
Merry  was  one  of  Walthamstow's  famous  men,  and  in  the  troublous  times  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  an  avowed 
Royalist,  was  heavily  fined  on  several  occasions,  suffering  distraint  for  non-payment,  and  afterwards  redeeming  in 
whole  or  part  the  goods  so  distrained  and  sold.  The  monument  on  the  east  wall  of  the  Church  to  "that  religious 
xtian  Matrone  Dame  Mary  Merry,  late  and  forever  the  most  desired  consort  of  Sr  Thos.  Merry  of  Waltham  Stow 
in  this  county  of  Essex,  Knight,"  contains  the  life-sized  busts,  not  only  of  her  but  of  her  husband  Sir  Thomas, 
although  the  space  left  blank,  probably  for  an  inscription  to  him,  has  never  been  filled  up.  The  eulogistic  verses 
to  Dame  Mary  were  the  composition  of  Sir  William  Davenant,  and  the  monument  itself  is  the  work  of  Nicholas 
Stone,  the  celebrated  sculptor,  the  only  other  example  by  him  in  the  county,  of  which  I  am  aware,  being  that  to 
Edward  Pinchon  and  Dorothea  his  wife,  of  c.  1625,  in  the  chancel  of  Writtle  Church.  Dame  Mary  .Merry  died  in 
1632.     The  owners  or  occupiers  of  Winns  would  thus  appear  to  run  from  : — 

Sir  Thomas  Merry. 

William  Piers.  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  upon  his  decease  tohis  sons, 

William  and  Thomas,  who  sold  it  for  £2,400  in  1684  to 

Ralph  Hawkins,  citizen  and  brewer  of  London, 

John  Hawkins,  1706,  and  then  in  1729  to  his  brother, 

Thomas  Hawkins,  who  died  before  1745,  having  made  his  will  on  27  Dec,  1738,  by  which  he  devised 
it  to  his  niece, 

Catherine,  wife  of  William  Woolball,  who  by  30  March,  1756,  were  both  dead.  Probably  during  their 
tenure  the  house  was  rebuilt,  the  tenant  or  occupier  being  Peter  Lefebure.  The  property 
descended  to  their  only  child, 

Catherine  Woolball,  who  carried  it  by  marriage  in  1757  to 

Sir  Hanson  Berney,  Bart.,  of  Kirby  Bedon  in  Norfolk.     The  Berneys  sold  it  in  1768  to 

George  Stow  of  Low  Leyton,  who  died  in  1774,  and  the  property  ultimately  came  to  his  daughter, 

Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Marriott  of  Cottesbach,  co.  Leicester,  the  tenants  being  John 
lioldero  and  his  successor,  Solomon  Gompertz. 

W.  T.  Robins  and  Jolin  F.  Powell  were  among  the  tenants  in  the  early  19lh  century,  and  in  1847 

Mrs.  Morris  and  her  famous  son,  William  Morris,  the  poet,  lived  here,  and  when  .Mrs.  Morris  left  in  185C, 
the  property  was  purchased  by 

Edward  Lloyd,  founder  of  Lloyds  Weekly  News  and  proprietor  of  the  Daily  Chronicle,  who  lived  here 
until  the  middle  'eighties,  after  which  the  house  was  unoccupied  for  m.iny  years.  In  1878  the 
estate  was  sold,  except  the  house  and  some  ten  acres,  which  later  became  the  properly  of 
the  District  Council,  the  house  now  being  used  for  municipal  purposes  and  the  land  as  a  park 
and  recreation  ground. 


Additional  information  is  also  aftbided  of  "  that  messuage  tenement  or  farm  house  near  adjoining  the  said 
capital  messuage  (Winns)  then  (1756)  in  the  tenure  of  Clement  Marriage."  We  now  know  that  this  messuage, 
tenement  or  holding  was  called  Avelins,  and  that  subsequent  tenants  were  Joel  Johnson  and  Richard  Banks. 
Over  twenty  years  ago  I  bought  a  parchment,  which  is  headed,  in  an  ornamental  frame,  "  A  plan  of  lands  belonging 
to  Sr  Hanson  lierney,  Bart.,  in  ye  parish  of  Walthamstow  and  County  of  Essex  as  taken  by  Edwd.  Jno.  Eyre, 
Surveyor  1758,"  and  by  means  of  this  the  positions  of  the  fields  enumerated  in  connection  with  Avelins  can  be  decided 
with  certainty,  the  names  and  dimensions  being  identical  — Barn  Close,  3a.  Ir.,  on  its  eastern  side,  ran  along  what 
was  then  called  Chapel  Inn  Lane,  but  is  now  known  as  Chingford  Road,  just  where  it  bends  and  the  tramway 
depot  is  now,  sometime  known,  I  believe,  as  Kite's  Corner ;  and  westerly  abutting  on  a  slip  of  ground 
attached  to  Winns. 

Immediately  behind  the  ground  of  the  mansion  house  of  Winns  were  three  fields,  the  easterly  being 
known  as  Five  Acres  Field,  and  is  shown  on  the  plan  as  divided  into  two  portions,  the  larger  measuring  6a.  Ir.  6p., 
and  the  other  la.  3r.  5p.,  and  in  the  whole  8a.  lip. 

The  middle  field,  called  Eight  Acre  Field,  although  containing  8a.  Ir.  25p. 

The  Home  Field,  5a.  2r.  24p..  and  the  two  closes  of  land  on  the  opposite  side  of  Clay  Street,  abutting 
south  on  Green  Leaves  Lane,  containing  in  the  whole  9a.  Ir.  15p.,  as  well  as  another  field  containing  2a.  3r.  38p., 
abutting  easterly  on  Chapel  Inn  Lane  and  southwards  on  Clay  Street,  are  also  shown  on  the  plan  as  then  held  by 
Mr.  Marriage. 

The  Winns,  with  gardens  ;  the  Nine  Acre  Field,  formerly  Home  Field,  8a.  3r.  Up.,  the  westernmost  of 
the  three  fields  behind  the  house  ;  a  field  called  Home  Field,  formerly  Little  Wrights,  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the 
house  ;  and  to  the  west  of  this,  with  a  frontage  to  Clay  Street,  a  field  called  Fifteen  Acre  Field,  containing 
17a.  Ir.  I6p.,  shown  on  the  plan  as  undivided,  of  which  a  portion  of  6a.  2r.  21p.,  formerly  called  Great  Wrights, 
was  afterwards  staked  off  from  the  remainder  ;  and  the  Eight  Acre  Field,  immediately  behind  the  Fifteen  Acre 
Field,  formerly  known  as  Cross  Field,  Cross  Winter  Downs,  and  North  Field  ;  are  all  indicated  on  the  plan  as 
being  in  the  occupation  of  —  Bateman,  Esq. 

The  first  deed  printed  in  this  Monograph  is  notable,  for  it  appears  that  a  court  was  held  by  Henry  VIII 
for  the  manor  of  Walthamstow  Toni,  the  explanation  being  that,  becoming  possessed  of  it  by  alienation,  this  monarch 
on  14  May,  1520,  granted  it  for  21  years  to  John  Heron.  At  the  expiration  of  this  term  he  resumed  possession 
and  continued  to  hold  it  until  he  granted  it,  in  1544,  to  Paul  Withipole,  who  had  licence,  under  date  20  Feb.,  1545, 
to  transfer  this  manor,  with  Hellbrinks,  16a.,  and  Bakers  Marsh,  4a.,  to  Ralph  Sadleir,  clerk  of  the  Hanaper,  who, 
on  10  Sep.,  1546,  transferred  it  to  Henry  V'lII  again  in  exchange  for  lands  of  greater  value. 

The  descent  of  the  manor  should  thus  read  : —

The  deed  of  1572  is  also  noteworthy,  as  it  shows  that  as  early  as  20  Jan.,  1570,  one  of  our  highways  was 
known  as  Wood  Street,  a  name  which  has  continued  to  the  present  day,  a  period  of  359  years,  and  probably 
longer,  as  it  was  a  "  Queen's  Way,"  and  had  most  likely  borne  the  same  name  for  many  years  previous  to  1570. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  Wood  Street  was  a  way  leading  from  '•  Walcamstowe  to  Phippes  Cross,"  the  latter  probably 
the  proper  rendering  of  our  present,  corrupted,  Whipps  Cross. 

Four  documents  of  some  importance  relate  to  the  manor  of  Salisbury  Hall.  Unfortunately  the  undated 
one,  endorsed  the  "  Title  of  Salisbury  Hall,"  is  both  imperfect  and  unreadable  in  part.  .Sir  Thomas  Tyrrwhit,  who 
died  in  1522,  that  is  13  Henry  VIII,  held  it,  and  was  succeeded  in  possession  by  his  son  of  the  same  name,  then 
40years  old,  as  shown  in  the  Inquisition  ofl4  Henry  \T1I.  These  both  held  under  Margaret  Plantagenet,  Countess 
of  Salisbury.  It  then  passed  to  Robert  Tyrrwhit,  and  the  curious  legal  investigator  scribbles  a  query  as  to  how 
Henry  VIII  came  by  it.  Sir  Thomas  White  held  it  by  letters  patent  of  5  and  6  Philip  and  Mary,  when  it  was 
described  as  "late  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  Robert  Tyrrwhit."  On  1  April,  32  Elizabeth,  that  is  1590,  it  was 
granted  to  Robert  Symons.  Robert  Symons  alienated  it  by  licence  in  1593  to  William  Nightingale,  and  in  1596  to 
Edward  Aldred,  but  these  appear  to  be  leases  only  as,  upon  his  death,  1  Jan.,  1623,  the  property  reverted  to  his 
son  Thomas. 

By  the  two  deeds  of  1657  we  gather  that  Thomas  Symons,  who  is  described  as  late  of  Whittlcsford, 
Cambs.,  by  indenture  of  26  Jan.,  1647,  mortgaged  the  estate  as  security  for  the  repayment  of  £2,160  to  Thomas 
Marsh,  the  elder,  of  Hackney.  This  amount  not  being  paid  when  due.  Marsh,  with  the  concurrence  of  Symons, 
in  1649,  sells  to  Richard  Westley  of  Hempstead,  Essex.  Upon  his  death,  before  1657,  Robert  Westley  of 
Whittlcsford,  Cambs.,  his  administrator,  conveys  the  manor  or  Lordship  of  Salisbury  Hall,  demesne  lands,  etc., 
to  Richard  Edge  of  Newington,  co.  Middlesex. 

It  has  been  thought  advisable  to  confine  this  Monograph  to  deeds  within  the  limited  topographical  radius 
of  Walthamstow,  leaving  those  dealing  with  Chingford,  Theydon  Bois,  and  other  places  further  afield  connected 
with  Walthamstow  families,  to  a  future  issue. 

All  these  deeds  are  the  property  of  the  District  Council,  who  would  be  grateful  for  the  gift,  or  loan  for 
transcription  purposes,  of  others  relating  to  the  district.  Their  safeguarding  is  assured,  and  in  due  time  these 
valuable  records  will  take  their  place  among  the  treasured  muniments  of  the  Walthamstow  Corporation.

1541.    Walkehamstowe  Tony.     Court  of  Lord  Henry  the  eighth  King  of  England  held  there  on 
Tuesday,  15  Nov.,  33  Henry  VIII. 

It  is  presented  by  the  homage  that  WiUiam  CoUerd,  after  the  last  court,  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  John 
Webbe  and  Richard  Payne,  tenants  of  the  manor,  two  acres  of  land  in  Woodbrache  within  the  said  manor, 
to  the  use  of  Thomas  Aver  of  London,  ironmonger,  and  Joan  his  wife,  at  the  usual  services,  rent,  etc. 
Thomas  and  Joan  gave  as  fine  4s.,  did  fealty  and  were  admitted.

1566. 

Deed  of  14  Jan.,  8  Elizabeth,  of  John  Peryn  of  Walcamstowe,  yeoman,  granting  to  Francis  Bodley  of  Walcam- 
stowe,  gent.,  2  acres  of  land  in  the  field  called  Berifield  in  the  parish  of  Walcamstowe,  between  the  lands  of 
the  said  Francis  and  he  warrants  him  therein.

1572.     Walcamstow  Tony.     At  Court  of  Edward  Earl  of  Rutland,  Lord  Roos  of  Hamelak,  Trusby 
and    Belver,   held  there   1   July,   14  Eliz.,  the  following  was  enrolled  : — 

At  a  court  held  20  Jan.,  1570,  by  the  Steward  he  granted  to  Thomas  Broxolme,  gent.,  his  servant,  a  cottage 
in  Wood  Street  called  Wat  Webbes  and  one  pightell  of  land  called  Quadlings  garden,  parcel  of  the  tenement 
late  in  the  tenure  of  William  Birrell  called  Watkyn  Webbes,  abutting  on  the  Queen's  way  leading  from 
Walcamstowe  to  Phippes  Cross,  and  4i  acres  of  land  there  in  Wood  Street  late  in  the  tenure  of  John  Hill 
to  hold  at  the  lord's  will.      He  gave  nothing  as  a  fine  by  reason  of  a  warrant,  did  fealty  and  was  admitted. 

At  this  court  Thomas  Broxolme  comes  in  person  and  surrenders  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  William  Jurden, 
gent.,  who  gives  26s.  8d.  as  a  fine,  does  fealty  and  is  admitted.

1580.    Court  of  Edward  Earl  of  Rutland,  Lord  Roos  of  Hamlacke,  Trusby  and  Belver,  held  24  May, 
22  Elizabeth. 

The  homage  present  that  .Anne  Washe,  widow,  after  the  last  court  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  Richard 
Garnet  and  John  Dawsonn,  customary  tenants  of  the  manor,  a  close  of  pasture  called  Boyden's  Field  and 
a  Grove  called  Boydens  Grove,  of  about  8  acres,  to  the  use  of  Edward  Dawson.       Edward  gave   the  lord  a 

fine  (not  specified)  and  was  admitted.

1657.  Office  Copy  of  Indenture  of  Lease  made  4  Jan.,  1657,  between  Richard  Edge  of 
Newington,  Middsx.,  gent.,  and  Daniel  Shetterenden  of  Eltham,  Kent  (Robert  Westley  of 
Whittlesford,  Cambridge,  gent.,  crossed  out)  of  the  one  part,  and  Richard  Chrissen- 
wheat  of  Tottenham  High  Cross,  Middsx.,  yeoman,  of  the  other  part. 

The  first  parties  let  to  Richard  Chrissenuheat  all  that  capital  messuage  or  Manor  house  with  the  appurten- 
ances known  as  .Salisbury  Hall  in  the  parish  of  Walthamstow  heretofore  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of  John 
Sturton,  yeoman,  and  now  of  Richard  Chrissonwlieat,  together  with  all  ways,  easements,  paths,  passages, 
commodities  appertaining;,  and  also  all  waifs  and  strays  and  benefit  of  poundage  belonging  to  the  manor  of 
Salisbury  Hall,  and  all  quit  rents  payable  yearly  by  the  freehold  and  customary  tenants  of  the  manor. 
Reserving  to  Richard  Edge  and  Daniel  Shetterenden,  their  heirs,  etc.,  free  liberty  twice  yearly  to  hold  any 
court  in  the  Manor  House  for  the  manor  or  lordship  of  Salisbury  Hall,  also  excepting  all  rents,  services, 
heriots,  royalties,  franchises,  liberties.  Court  Leets,  Court  Barons,  profits  of  courts  and  views  of  frankpledge, 
felons  goods,  waters,  fishings,  waifs,  strays,  benefits  of  poundage  and  quit  rents  and  also  excepting  all  timber 
trees  and  pollards  now  standing,  growing  or  being,  or  that  at  any  time  hereafter  shall  stand,  grow  or  be 
upon  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  and  free  liberty  of  ingress,  egress  and  regress  for  them  their 
servants  and  workmen  with  horses,  carts  and  carriages  in,  unto  and  from  the  premises  and  any  part  thereof 
for  the  felling,  cutting  down  of  and  carrying  away  of  the  same  timber  trees  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all 
seasonable  times  of  the  year  during  the  term  granted  by  the  ways  and  passages  thereunto  now  used  and 
accustomed.  To  Richard  Chrissonwheat  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  Manor  house,  etc.,  from  the  feast  day 
of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  last  past  for  20i  years,  paying  therefore  yearly  in  two  instalments  £134  with 
additional  £3  per  acre  for  every  acre  of  meadow  ground  or  ground  that  hath  for  the  space  of  thirty  years 
now  last  past  been  mowed  for  hay,  broken  up  for  tillage.  .-Mso  paying  for  every  acre  above  or  exceeding 
the  quantity  of  sixty  acres  that  in  any  one  year  shall  be  ploughed  or  kept  in  tillage  the  like  yearly  rent 
of  £3.  Tenant  paying  all  rates  and  taxes  except  landlord's  tax,  and  maintaining  house  and  outbuildings  in 
good  repair,  scouring  all  ditches,  etc.,  with  liberty  of  inspection  for  Edge  and  Shetterenden.  During  the 
last  two  years  of  the  term  demised  Chrissonwheat  is  not  to  fell  or  cut  down  any  wood  or  underwoods 
on  Rowdon  Grove  or  Perry   Field  Spring. 

Allowances  of  certain  timber  to  Chrissonwheat  for  repairs,  and  he  to  provide  at  two  courts  annually,  if  held, 
at  his  own  charges  a  sufficient  dinner  for  the  Lord  of  the  Manor,  the  Steward  of  the  Court,  and  the  tenants 
attending  to  do  suit  and  service,  also  sufficient  horsemeat  for  horses,  geldings  and  mares  of  the  Lord,  the 
Steward  and  their  servants.  (5194) 

1657.  Office  Counterpart  of  Indenture  made  28  Dec,  1657,  between  Robert  Westley  of 
Whittlesford,  Cambs.,  gent.,  administrator  of  Richard  Westley,  late  of  Hempstead, 
CO.  Essex,  gent.,  deceased,  and  Richard  Edge,  of  Newington,  co.  Middlsx.,  gent.,  and 
Daniel  Shetterenden,  of  Eltham,  co.  Kent,  esq. 

Whereas  Thomas  Symons,  late  of  Whittlesford,  esq.,  by  his  Ind're  of  demise  of  26  Jan.,  1647,  for  the  consideration 
of  £2,000  did  demise  and  sell  to  Thomas  .Marsh  the  elder,  of  Hackney,  esq.,  all  that  the  manor  or  lordship 
of  Salisbury  Hall  in  the  parish  of  Walthamstow,  and  all  rights,  members  and  appurtenances  thereof.  And 
all  demesne  lands,  waste  grounds,  rents,  services,  heriots,  royalties,  franchises,  liberties,  courts  leet,  court 
baron,  profits  of  courts,  and  views  of  frank  pledge,  waifs  and  strays,  felons'  goods,  free  warrens,  mills, 
ponds,  dams,  waters,  fishings,  profits,  commons,  commodities,  emoluments  and  hereditaments  whatsoever  being 
or  being  reputed,  held  or  enjoyed  as  part,  parcel  or  member  of  the  said  manor  or  lordship,  or  appertaining 
or  belonging  thereto,  And  all  that  capital  messuage  or  manor  house  called  Salisbury  Hall,  and  all  orchards, 
gardens,  curtilages,  barns,  stables,  tofts,  easements  and  commodities  thereunto  belonging  or  appertaining, 
and  all  that  parcel  of  land  called  Calves  Croft  containing  .ia.,  and  all  that  parcel  of  land  called  Broadfield 
containing  20a.,  and  all  that  parcel  of  land  called  Five  Acre  Croft  containing  8a.,  and  all  that  parcel  of 
meadow  ground  called  Little  Holme  containing  lia.,  and  all  that  one  parcel  of  meadow  ground  containing  2Ja.

Greetings  from  Revd.  Robert  Marriott,  of  Cottesbach  in  the  co.  of  Leicester,  clerk,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
formerly  Elizabeth  Stow,  of  Low  Layton  in  the  county  of  Essex,  spinster,  only  child  of  George  Stow,  of  Low 
Layton,  esquire,  now  deceased.     In  or  about  the  month  of  September,  1767,  George  Stow  contracted  with  Sir 
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Hanson  Berney,  of  Kiiby  Bedon  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  Baronet,  and  Dame  Catherine  his  wife,  for  the 
purchase  of  all  their  Freehold  and  Copyhold  estates  in  Walthamstow  and  Low  Layton,  and  these  were  duly 
conveyed  by  indentures  of  15  and  16  Dec,  1767.  On  9  May,  1768,  Sir  Hanson  Berney  and  Dame  Catherine 
his  wife  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  Nockold  Thompson,  deputy  steward  for  Edward  Woodcock  of  the 
manor  of  Walthamstow  Toney,  otherwise  Hill  Hall,  all  their  property  held  of  the  manor  to  the  use  of 
Elizabeth  Marriott  by  her  then  name  of  Elizabeth  Stow.
